A Small But Interesting Budgetof Ad- 


vices. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—Prof. Minas Tcheras, 
editor of the Armenia, and Professor of 
Armenian at the University of London, has 
received the following advices from Ar- 
menian sources: 

“Zekki Pasha, Commander of the 4th 
Army Corps, has had given to him by the 
Sultan the medal of husbandry. 

“Chendi, a Kurdish brigand at Boghazk- 
esen, ordered an Armenian named Apcar 
to be killed for protesting against Chendi's 
misdeeds. 

‘The Kurds have assassinated two Ar- 
menians at Daghvergan, one at Armition 
and another at Keuchar. 

“The number of men, women and chil- 
dren who were cut down by sabers or bay- 
onetted in eleven villages of the Sassoun 


district was 750. «

ARMENIANS IN TURKEY. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 5.—The fol- 
lowing official telegram was received at 
the Turkish Legation in this city, dated 
Constantinople: 

“Certain newspapers have maintained 
lately that the number of Armenians in 
Turkey reaches many millions and that 
they are badly treated. Both assertions 
are absolutely false. According to the most 
reliable statistics the Armenians living in 
Turkey are a little over 900,000, of whom 
200,000 are established in Constantinople it- 
self. Those of the Armenians who reside 
in the provinces are distributed all over 
the country, so that nowhere do they con- 
stitute the majority of the population. The 
fact is acknowl ed even by Turkey’s de- 
tractors that the Ottoman Armenians have 
schools and a literature not only proves 
that they are not exposed to vexacious 
treatment, but that, on the contrary, the 
Turkish Government favors their institu- 
tions, wishes them to preserve their lan- 
guages and nationality and has secured 
their well being.

Jud 
Sage sent him to Lebanon Jail for s 
months for contempt of court. While there 
he was stricken with typhoid fever and 
nearly died.

to control the sales of papers on the 
streets and incidentally to blackmail] 
publishers. a 

In these gangs the boys are watched, 
taught, bossed and disciplined by some 
of the most notorious and brutal crim- 
inals in this city—men who go by such 
names as Java Coffee,” ‘Workhouse 
Red,” etc. These Bill Sykeses, still rely- 
ing on the protection which newspapers. 
and political pulls“ have heretofore 
given them at the Four Courts, are 
ready to obey any order of their padrones, 
and with such bosses to tutor them these. 
padrone gangs are the very worst sem- 
inaries of brutality and crime that want 
can force any poor boy to join. 

There is no better home missionary 
work than the rescue of the children of 
the poor from subjection to these pa- 
drones. Alone the Post-Dispatch has 
undertaken it and will do it. regardless 
of cost. One is a majority in any such 
cause as this, and before long any newe- 
boy, big or little, will be free te sell any 
paper on the streets without having to 
divide with a padrone and without fear- 
ing his hired sluggers. . 


GERMAN STORM SIGNALS. 


In its issue of Dec. 29, the Beobachter, 
the most influential Democratic paper 
in Wurtemberg, calls upon the King to 
place himself at the head of the anti- 
Prussian Germans, and lead the opposi- 
tion to the autocratic government of Em- 
peror William—which government it is 
known the King strongly dislikes. This 
paragraph has been extensively copied 
and circulated throughout the Empire: 

The whole South would follow our King’s 
lead with enthusiasm. In view of recent 
events, the time seems to be at hand when 
other Federal Governments must say to 
Prussia: Tou have gone far enough and 
must go no further.“ The Empire is not a 
medley of Prugsian provinces, nor our Ger- 
man princes mere provincial Prussian Pres- 
idents. 

Quite as significant is the following 
from the Vossiche Zeitung, an old and 
conservative Liberal organ: 

We admit that the situation is serious. 
Dissension and bad feeling have increased 
from the day when the Emperor wrote, in 
Munich’s City Hall the ominous words: 
“Suprema lex regia voluntas.”” It would 
be better for the Imperial Government to 
cease ignoring public opinion, especially in 
the Southern States. Germany is no longer 
controlled by the mighty influences of Em- 
peror William I. and Prince Bismarck, nor 
N. the personal amiability of Emperor 

derick. Furthermore, in recent times 
Prussia has become a reactionary country, 
while the Southern German States are more 
inclined to be überall. The princes of the 
Southern States are required to protect the 
nation against Berlin, and their privileges 
end feelings must be spared. 

These are danger-signals which neither 
his father nor his grandfather would 
have disregarded, and which—it may be 
added-—they would never have provoked. 
But as the present Emperor has been 
foolish enough to furnish the provoca- 
tion, it may well be doubted if he has 
gente enough to remove it by proper re- 
pentance and reformation. 

William II. is one of the very worst 
cases of imperial big-head' on record— 
and his case is apparently hopeless. 
The “great war-chief’ proclamation 
which he put forth on his succession to 
the throne showed the sort of stuff that 
is in him; and since then he has rarely 
opened his mouth in public without “put- 
ting his foot in it,” so to speak. He really 
seems to believe himself a second edition 
of Frederic the Great; and men more 
utterly unlike in character and conduct 
there surely never were. When Frederic 
succeeded his father he was 28 years old, 
His first proclamation wes to the dissi- 
pated companions who naturally sup- 
posed that the tastes and actions of the 
Prince would be continued and exagger- 
ated in the King.

If there were any merit in a bi-partisan 
eontrel of police that journalistic apostie 
of mugwumpery, the New York Evening 
Post, would be likely to find it.

Men combine together because of ideas 
or semblances of ideas, for their real or 
fancied interests, and upon the quality 
of these ideas depends the result of the 

combination. A chain is no stronger 
| than its weakest link, and if an organiza- 
tion is bound together by a mixture of 
sane and insane notions, there will be 
little coherence to be hoped for from it. 
The soullessness of the great corpora-" 
tions arises from the fact that men com- 
bine to form them from the most soulless 
of all motives. And it is an undisputed 
truth that national morality is on a much 
lower plane than that of the individual. 
Great is the power of numbers for good 
and for evil; but greater still is the power 
of ideas, as Heine says: 

We do not take possession of our ideas, 
but are possesed by them. 

They master us and force us into the arena, 

Where like gladiators we must fight for 
them. 

First get your idea, your lofty princi- 
ple, and in time the numbers will come. 
But when the sage said, “In a multitude 
of counselors there is wisdom,” he did not 
mean a multitude of fools or cranks. 
And it was with the knowledge of the 
power of great ideas to move great 
masses that Jefferson built up the organ- 
ization which throttled incipient aris- 
tocraty and monarchy in America. 

THE SCHOOL MARM’S RISE. 


In the report of the Secretary of the 
Interior, statistics were given which 
showed that while the total number of 
teachers in this country had increased 
largely, more thai keeping pace with the 
population, yet ‘thé ‘number of masculine 
pedagogues had'gréatly detreased—there 
being many thousahds less employed us 
teachers than ak tie time of the last re- 
port. 

What is the cause ot this state of 
affairs? Is it but another instance of 
woman's power to drive man out of still 
another calling by her tremendous ca- 
pacity of taking lower wages? Or is it 
because she is better fitted than he to 
direct the young mind in the paths of 
learning, as she certainly is to teach the 
infant tongue to lisp the first rudiments 
of language? Probably both causes may 
be at the bottom of this, and the patient 
schoolmarm with her soft voice and 
sweet temper may in time entirely sup- 
plant the ancient pedagogue with his 
sharp nose, sharp voice and still “sharper 
stick” with which he used to settle ac- 
counts with the unruly urchins of bygone 
days. There are. in truth unmistakable 
signs that our schools may become a 
sort of beatified extension of the nurs- 
ery, where one acquires knowledge with- 
out knowing anything about it. And, 
with thé W. C. T. U. exercising a carefull 
censorship over all our text books, as its 
committees now do over our “Physiolo- 
gies,” our schools will certainly soon 
}reach a high pitch of feminine perfec- 
tion, and bé everything that the fondest 
mother could desire them to be. But 
there is another side to this picture, and 
that is shown by the diminishing propor- 
tion of boys to girls in our higher schools. 
Is it possible that the rude male brute, 
even in his youthful days, revolts from 
the tender sweetness of feminine instruc- 
tion, and hankers after the strong hand 
that filled him with respect while it 
taught him that “the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard?” Can it be that the 
lusty, vigorous lad feels that he can ac-

An Effort to Prohibit by Law the passed 
Docking of Lors · c Tails. 


WOMAN'S HUMANE SOCIRTY 10 FRE- 
SENT A BILL TO THE ASSEMBLY. 


The Society Has Collected Statistics and 
Prepared Arguments to Prove That 
Docking. Is Not Only Cruel, But Often 
Fatal—The Results That Follow. 


ane subject of the docking of horses’ 
tails is again coming to the front with 
great force and backed by the most sub- 
stantial arguments. The Humane Society 
of the State is taking active measures in 
the hopes of suppressing the custom by the 
enactment of prohibitory legislation, and 
has signified its intention of leaving no 
stone unturned that will aid it in bringing 
its object to a successful issue.

- MRS. MERIWETHER AND REV. FOSTER 


UPHOLD WOMAN'S RIGHT TO PREACH. 


Fr. Lavery Contends That the Greek 


‘Word Lalein in the Scriptural Text 
Is Properly Translated as to Preach 
and Cites Classical Authority—Mrs. 
Meriwether Gives the Priests a Few 
Pen Prods. 


The controversy provoked by Rev. Father 
Kielty’s letter, denying the right of women 


- to be heard in church affairs, is growing 


rather warm. Yesterday Mrs. E. A. Meri- 
wether and Rev. N. A. Foster contributed 
aftticles, in which the views of the pastor 
of the Holy Angels were sharply criticised. 
Rev. Daniel Lavery of the Church of the 
Holy Rosary, now comes forward in a com- 
munication upholding Father Kielty’s stand. 


His opinions are set forth as follows: 


FATHER LAVERY GETS CLASSICAL. 

“There is a great deal of talk now-a-days 
about woman’s rights. Not satisfied with 
being ‘queen of the domestic hearth,’ many 
women of the present day wish to go fur- 
ther, claiming rights in the political arena, 
asserting even that they, too, as well as 
men, may be and ought to be ordained law- 


ful minsters of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

“To support this view they call into ques- 
tion the acepted meaning of St. Paul’s com- 
mand to the Christian women of Corinth— 
‘Let women keep silence in the churches, 
for it is not permitted them to speak, but 
to be subject, as also the law saith.’ They 
allege that what St. Paul wished to con- 
demn was the ‘chattering or gosiping’ of 
women in the church. They say that the 
Greek word used by St. Paul—Lalien—has 
that signification, and we must interpret 
the Latin Vulgate by the Greek text. 

“There is no doubt that the original mean- 
ing of the Greek word—Lalien—is to chatter, 
to gossip, to prattle, but any student of the 
Greek language will readily admit that long 
before St. Paul’s time this word was used 
of speaking generally. Sophocles knew 
Greek, and so did Plato, and their works 
will always be regarded as classic. Now, 
Sophocles uses the word ‘Lalien’ and ‘La- 
lema’—which comes from the same parent 
stem—in the sense of speaking, conversing, 
lato uses the word 

lia’ in the very same sense. And, 

Sophocles and Plato, who are remarkable 
for the purity and elegance of their style, 
could use the word in such a sense, why 
not St. Paul follow their example? There 
was certainly nothing in the accepted mean- 
ing. < of the word to prevent him. 

there be any doubt about the mean- 
on * the word itself, certainly the contest 
affords ample proof even to the cursory 
reader of the meani of the Apostle. We 
must remember that St. Paul had a ‘hard 
crowd’ to deal with. The morality of Cor- 
inth at the time of St. Paul was at a very 
low ebb. The Greek word ‘Corinthiazo’ had 
an immoral signification. The Latin adage— 
‘non omni contingit adire Corinthum 

meant that, though a man may be a 
libertine, still, for unrestrained indulgence, 
there was no place like Corinth. The women 
corverts of Corinth wanted to be as forward 
in the House of the Living God as they 
were in asemblies, and St. Paul 
in virtue of his Apostolic authority, put a 
stop to all that, by commanding them not 
to speak in church at all. 

“*Who shall find a valiant woman? Far 
from the uttermost coasts is the price of 
her,’ is the language of Holy Scripture; and 
this language can be applied with truth to 
that woman, and to that woman only, who 
rules her own household with firmness, mod- 
esty and Christian charity, and who brings 
up her children in the fear and love of God.“

LONDON, Jan. 5.—The denial of Créel- 
man's account of the massacre at Port 
Arthur, cabled here on the authority of the 
New York Herald, is made ridiculous by 
the publication in the London Times this 
morning 6f a mail letter from a special cor- 
respondent whom the Times vouches for 
as an eye witness, and who writes: 

The Japanese Admiral, Count Ito, called 
on Admiral Freemantle’ (the British Ad- 
mira) and kindly gave permission to the 
Officers of our fleet to land and go wherever 
they chose. Some of the sights were terri- 
ble. 

“Chinese heads were lying in the roads 
and, the bodies were further along. Three 


dead women were lying together. Numbers 


of Chinese who were killed were piled up 
in heaps and covered with matting. 

„All the houses were looted and in some 
cases dead Chinamen were lying under a 
heap of broken furniture. The roads were 
strewn with dead, rifles, ammunition, shoes 
and coats, showing how in the panic to 
escape the Chinese had thrown away every- 


g. 
On the first day of the battle a few 
Japanese were captured and cut in pieces 
and carried about on ‘sticks by Chinese 
soldiers. This so enraged the Japanese 
soldiers that the officers had no hold over 
them, and a wholesale massacre followed. 
It is estimated that the Japanese lost 350 
killed, but they probably lost more. The 

Chinese loss is put at 5,000.“

Du Maurier has written the cleverest 
kind of book, in the Thackerayan vein, but 
the charming Bohemianism of it is one 
thing and the verity and sanity of his pos- 
tulates are another. Trilby is not a proper 
pe ron, to say the least of her, and her de- 

ightful partiality in giving her love away 
to her admiring friends does not appear to 
the ordinarily well conducted appreciation 
with the same force that makes it so naive 
to the artist.
